Applying this remark 
to the second verse of the first chapter of John, ren- 
dered in our version, ‘ The same was in the beginning 
with God, and which from the Marat'ha, the Asiatic 
Journal translates, ‘ THEY (or these) at fist were with 
God, it appears that though the — and the verb 
are plural, yet they are plural only out of regard to idi- 
omatical translation; so that when expressed in English, 
the verse ought to be rendered, ‘This (word) was at 
first with God.’ 

In remarking upon the next instance which occurs 
in the Christian Examiner, Mr. Greenfield quotes the 
words of the Marat’ha version, and accompanies them 
with an interliuear verbal transiation; which transla- 
tion when arranged according to the English order of 
the words, is the following; ‘Every thing was made 
by him; and without him was not even one thing made 
among what was made.’ 

In the third instance, instead of the rendering con- 
tained in the Asiatic Journal and transferred to the 
Christian Examiner, ‘No one haring seen has ever 
fund God’; a literal version of the Marat’ha placed 
under the Marat'ha words, is given by Mr. Greenfield, 
and in English would be thus expressed; ‘ Not any one 
hath attained to see God at anytime.’

lowing paragraph; ‘ Having thus fairly and fully exam- 
lined ail the charges advanced by the writer of the 
critique against the Marat’ha Version, the reader will 
now be convinced, that they have been founded in ig- 
norance and error, if not, in some cases, in wilful and 
deliberate misrepresentation.

for Ireland groaning beneath the chain of popery, 
that ought uot also to beat at the recollection that 
England forged that chain, and rivette 
of which it was composed ; and had thus provid- 
ed for those shackles that continued to eat into 
the flesh, and to harass the soul of that country, 
even to the present bour, while they were met to 
deliberate on breaking the chains asunder. Asan 
observer of the state of that country, it was proba- 
ble the meeting would expect lim to state a few 
facts, for th® purpose of shewing the manne 
which the chains placed on Ireland continued to 
gall her, and how, when they were nearly broken 
asunder, they were again united. He would 
scrupulously take care not to utter a fact, to the 
truth of which he could not attest from personal 
observation. He had had excellent opportunities 
of observing the working of the system of popery 
in Ireland, because at one period he had lived in 
the immediate vicinity of the place where the 
scenes he was about to depict took place. With- 
in five or six miles of where he preached the Gos- 
pel for twelve years, there was what was called 
the holy well, and which was supposed to possess 
the double faculty of healing the maladies of the 
body, and washing away the sins of the soul. It 
was dedicated to St. Patrick. The well was sit- 
uated ina valley between rocks, with from 100 
to 150 tents pitched around it. The pilgrims 
visited the spot both by day and by night, and 
consisted of all classes of people. On some tents 
they were singing the amusing songs of the coun- 
try, and drinking ardent spirits; in others, they 
were repeating Latin psalms, of which they knew 
nota word. Onthesideofa rock there was a road 
way, similar tothe macadamized roads of England, 
and up and down that, the people doing penance 
went en their bare knees or bare feet, witha stone 
on their heads or shoulders weighing from ten to 
fifty pounds weight. At ihe close of the scene a 
men denominated a friar, stood with three or four 
stones round him. The pilgrim was placed with- 
in the circle of stones, which was called St. 
Patrick’s chair, and then turned round with the 
sun, paying the friar from halfpenny to sixpeuce, 
according to Lis ability. 





Want of Sunday Schools in lre- 
land. 

Ata meeting of the Sunday School Society, late- 
ly held in Dublin, the Rev. Wa. Urwick gave 
the following deplorable account of the necessity 
which exists fur more Sunday Schools in that coun- 
on It is a remarkable fact, that those districts of 
the country which are most involved in poverty, 
and are remarkable for outrage, are those parts 
wherein Sunday Schools have imade the least way. 
I may first mention the county Cavan, in the pro- 
vince of Ulster. 1 find that the population of that 
country is 194,000, and yet there are but 80 echools. 
I pass on to Leinster. We have read about the 
‘ Horlers’ of Kilkenny. J find there only 16 schools, 
and a population of 180,000. I refer also to the 
county of Meath, in which there is a registry of 14 
schools, and a population of 174,000. ‘Ihe ery of

That great revival divided the community into 
First, there was Edwards,

They were men who studied the Bible much, and 


intensely and prayerfully. They threw them- 


rip | Selves with all their hearts, and all their power 


into the work of revival; but in promoting it, 

they were anxious to use no weapons but the 

sword of the Spirit. They were zealous for the 

purity of the work; solicitous that the converts 

might be Christians indeed. The views of Ed- 

wards may be known froin his account of that 

revival, and from his Treatise on the Affections, 

There is ample evidence that Bellamy was equal- 

ly solicitous to move men as inuch as possible by 

divine truth, and to guard against any excitement 

which divine truth did not produce. With them 

were a host of men of every grade and intellect 

and learning. From them are descended the 

evangelical churches of the present day. 

The second division comprised the Antino- 

mian and Arminian, or rather Pelagian oppo- 

sers of the revival. The extremes of religious 

error met in their practical infiuence. 'Those 

who held that the Holy Spirit had little to do, and 

those who held that man had nothing to do, agreed 

in saying that little or nothing was to be done; 

that people ought to keep quiet, and not trouble 

themselves so much about the things of another 

world. These are the spiritual fathers of our 
Unitarians. 

The third class rushed into the revival as the 
horse rusheth into the battle,—confident, zealous, 
and reckless. Instead of trying the spirits, whether 
they were of God, they believed every syirit. Every 
thing which was found to atiract attention, and 

affect the minds of men, they regarded as good. 
Every joyful feeling about religion they regarded 
as religious feeling. Every change of mind from 
anxiety to hope they acknowledged as a true con- 
version to God. Their object was to get up as 
much feeling as possibte, taking it for grant- 
ed that it would all be right feeling. They 
employed whatever means were found to be pow- 
erful in exciting strong feeling, unsuspicious of 
their nature and tendency. In this way they ere- 
ated an unnatural thirst for excitement ;—not that 
excitement which arises from clear views of di- 
vine truth, which is above nature, and which 
may be permanent and eternal,—but excitement 
generally and for its own suke. And this led, 
again, to a love of every thing which could pro- 
duce excitement, and a determination to have it. 
And this led to a preference of such religious ex- 
erctses, so called, and such preachers as were 
found to produce excitement the most immediate- 
ly, of the most violent and boisterous character, 
and with the least expense of thought and sacri- 
fice of inclination on the part of the hearers.— 
And these are the spiritual fathers of our inoral 
deserts. Of this we have abundant evidence 
from various sources.

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What is a genuine Revival? 
Has, with the most judicious Christians, become @ ques- 
tion of vital importance. A mistake in this matter, 
amongst those who take the lead in building our evangeli- 
cal churches, may be attended with very unhappy conse- 
quences. There are some valuable observations on this 
subject on our first page, entitled, “ Signs of the Times.” 
There is one idea, however, not included in the observa- 
tions, which we think by no means unimportant,—the dan- 
ger to which persons are exposed, who deceive themselves in 
reference to their own character, and make a false profession 
of religion, 

The New-Testament is filled with warnings of this dan- 
ger. The parable of the “ sower who went forth to sow,” 
and of the different effects which followed, is of this cha- 
racter. Of the four moral distinctions of persons there 
presented to view, one only is approved by our Lerd, those 
who brought forth fruit. We are not left in doubt respect- 
ing the meaning of this parable ; for it is fully explained 
by Jesus Christ, who knows the heart and all the feelings 
with which sinners hear the gospel. The first class are 
the careless, way-side hearers, led captive by Satan at his 
will. The second, are those who hear the word, and re- 
ceive it with joy, but have “no root in themselves,’ and

ment; and perhaps this is the class, from which are more 
unsound professors and self-deceived persons than trom 
any other. And it is easy to account for this, from the 
dispositions of some who are ready to decide at once on 
apparently sudden conversions. 

There are not a few, who are remarkably captivated with 
the wonderful, and the marvellous, and who are greatly 
fascinated with the rapid progress of moral causes and ef- 
fects. These persons seem to possess a pre-disposition 
to be imposed upon. And if the countenance of one who 
has been dejected and anxious, is suddenly lit up with a 
cheerful smile, they are ready at once to decide that this 
is an indication of the joy of faith. 


Lyceum in the South. 


Some fears have been suggested by a portion of the 
wisest and best men in our community, that the establish- 
ment and increase of Lyceums in our United States would 
encourage skepticism on the most important subjects in 
religion. We suggested the ideato a warm friend of these 
institutions, and he immediately replied, that if this should 
be their effect, which he did not, however, believe, the 
fault must be laid to the friends of religion, in withholding 
their names and influence from them ; for, as absolute tol- 
eration is given to the discussion of all useful subjects, the 
friends of Christianity may have their full share of atten- 
tion, and the most unbounded freedom, in presenting the 
evidences of their faith and the harmony and beauty of re- 
ligious truth. There is one fact, however, which has gen- 
erally been apparent in almost every attempt to increase 
knowledge in the community; it is this—many persons 
have found that they could not present good reasons for 
some principles, in which they had thought themselves to 
be well-established. Now this is a beneficial discovery, 
and if turned in a right direction, will detect error and 
guide the understanding and the heart to the reception of 
truth. We therefore avow ourselves so far the friends of 
Lyceums, as to rejoice in the experiment which is now 
making in their increase, especially where our wisest and 
best citizens are engaged in directing them. 

By Monday's mail, we received a newspaper from Tus- 
caloosa, entitled, “ Spirit of the Age,” of July 2, contain- 
ing an Introductory Discourse, delivered before the Lyce- 
um of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, by Ava Woops, D. D. Pre- 
sident of the University of Alabama. His subject is, 
“The Advantages of Scientific Pursuits; and the object 
of the American Lyceum.”’ The discourse is character- 
ized by good sense, and is evidently the production of a 
liberal mind. President Woods ably expands this idea, 
that ‘“‘the great object of Education is not so much to 
acquire knowledge as to obtain mental discipline.”—*“ It 
is to exercise the mind in those studies, which will give it 
the most active energy.”

Ashford Smith 
gave a narration of the state of things at Rock-Spring 
Seminary, observing that all who were Jately impressed 
in the recent revival were members of the Sabbath Schoo] 
Rev. John M. Peck related the dealings of God in the con- 
version of his children, and of the striking improvements 
by means of Sabbath Schools. Rev. G. Stacey spoke ofa 
Sabbath School in Wood river settlement under favourable 
prospects, and of another in Lower Alton. 

Rev. JonatTHan GoinG,a messenger from the New- 
England Baptists, to visit the Churches in the West, was 
called upon to address the Meeting. We copy apart of 
his.remarks :— 

He had long been anxieus to see this country ,—was 
gratified to see that a great deal had been done already, 
yet a great deal more had to be done—all institutions 
civil, Iterary, and religious, had to be gotten up in a 
new country. He observed an excellent spirit mani- 
fested at the meeting. Only let this be carried out to 
a proper extent.—We have work to do. We are work- 
ers together with God. Many Christians will find at 
the day of judgment they have not understood the end 
of their being. In Néw England religion has prosper- 
ed greatly in the Baptist denomination, particularly 
within a few years past. In 1815, there were 76 bap- 
tist churches in all Massachusetts. Now there are 175, 
and that in a country where all the ground was pre-oc- 
cupied by other denominations. The Baptists there have 
not pulled others down ;—they have built themselves 
up. Means have been employed. God works by 
means, and appropriate means, used with a right spirit, 
will have his blessing. ‘T'wenty years ago there were 
no Sunday schools, excepting one at a cotton factory in 
Rhode Island, where the teachers were paid. Sabbath 
schou! instruction is the appointed means of the con- 
version and salvation of children, as much as preaching 
the gospel is the means of the conversion and salvation 
of adults. The preacher, in his discourses, shoots over 
the heads of children. ‘The Sabbath school teacher, if 
he works it right, aims directly at the heart and con- 
science. Mr. G. gave avery interesting account of the 
progress of Sabbath schools in Massachusetts, and es- 

ecially of revivals in such schools, and in Bible classes. 
In Worcester, Mass., where he lived, a revival had ex- 
isted fur a long time, and about 40 members of the 
church were still young enough to be in the Sunday 
school. When these children related their experience 
to the church, it was surprising to the old members. 
Those who formerly were indifferent about Sunday 
schools, were now er engaged. 

In an adjacent town of 1600 inhabitants, about 200 
Sunday school scholars were converted in a revival, of 
whom 20 were preparing for the ministry. 

Mr. G. gave an account of what he had seen and 
heard on his journey. He found revivals in every town 
through which he passed, till he reached Ohio. In Al- 
bany there was a great work. Long continued meet- 
ings were considered to be immensely beneficial. In 
Cazenovia, a meeting lasted 14 days, and 80 persons 
were converted. In Tromilion Seminary, a Theolog- 
ical Institution of the Baptists, the students go out two 
and two, into the surrounding villages. In another 

lace 200 were converted at one meeting. In another 
bs souls were sot at liberty during one evening's exer- 
cise. In two more towns, 200 were converted im each 
in a few days. In Manlius, the Presbyterians set out 
for a three days’ meeting, and it lasted 22 days in suc- 
cession. The Methodists then began and held one 14 
days; the Baptists commenced and continued theirs ten 
days. In these meetings there is deep and impressive 
solemnity ,—divine truth takes hold of the conscience. 
—The work is uncommon in this age of the world, 
carried on amongst people well informed, and not en- 
thusiastic.

“The institution is altogether republican in its cha- 
racter, and democratic in its tendencies. Here all the 
monopolies purchased by wealth, and all the distine- 
tions acquired by power and rank disappear and are 
forgotten. Here is the true doctrine of equality :—not 
the equality of Danton, Robespierre, and Marat, whieh 
consisted in depressing the eminent ; but that equality 
which consists in elevating the whole mass of the com- 
munity. Itis a levelling upwards. This is the equal- 
ity which the great Founder of our religion, while here 
on earth, constantly laboured to promote ; and this is 
| the equality which ought to be the constant aim ofevery 
true patriot. tis this equality which the illustrious 
Brougham, of England, bus laboured with so much 


growth of Christianity, and derive their 
life from it, and could not be sustained without it, so their 
tendency is to react opon all who heartily unite with them, 
aud to strengthen and advance the Christian sentiments, 
and sympathies, in which they have their origin, The 
question then arises, can no means be devised, by which 
a knowledge of these societies may be more widely @x- 
tended among us, astronger interest awakened in their ob- 
jects, and a more general disposition and readiness to co- 
operate in their designs? 1 believe that these important 
ends are attainable ; and, would respectfully suggest to the 
different denominations of Christians among us, a measure, 
by which, I think, much will be done for their attainment. 
I evould only further premise, that, as | have seriously con- 
sidered the character, and tendency of this measure, be- 
fore [have ventured to propose it, | would ask that it may 
be seriously viewed in all its bearings, before it shall be 
decided to reject it. ‘ 
What, then, is this measure 7—It is, that the officers of 
our societies for benevolent purposes,—for purposes of 
Christian benevolence,—and that the societies themselves, 
when it shall be requisite to call them together for impor- 
tant business, should hold their meetings at some hour on 
the Lord’s-day, which will not interfere with the public 
serseces in our churches. Is there any solid objection to 
this measure 2? Could it retard, or advance, the interests 
of Christian piety and virtue ? Ido not wish to write a 
long essay upon this subject, nor to press the measure I 
have proposed beyond its fair claims. a 

But to me it seems, that the advantages to be anticipated 
from this measure will be many, and great. I believe 
that, through the knowledge ofthese societies which would 
be extended through our community, by the fucilities thus 
given for attending upon their meetings ;—hy the union 
which would thus be secured with them of men, whose 
knowledge of them, and personal interest in them, would, 
under Providence, prove to be their best resources j—and, 
by the greatly extended, and beneficent influence, which 
these societies would then exert upon their supporters, 
our religion would gain much for the advancement of its 
designs, at once respecting the rich, and the poor. I may 
be allowed, in this connexion, to say, that I yield to no 
one in my regard,—my religious regard,—to the Lord’s- 
day. I therefore propose this measuse, because I believe 
that its adoption will conduce to a furtherance of the holy 
associations, and interests,,of this day.

Four Days’ Meeting. 

Extract of a letter from Rev. David Wrizht, to the Editor 
of the Ch. Watchman, dated Cummington, Mass. July 
11, 1551. . 
The Lord has lately showed us favour in Cummington. 
Two months ago, my heart was sinking in distress, on ac- 
count of the low state of religion in this place. ‘The love 
of many had emphatically become cold, and a dark cloud 
had for several months seemed to hang over us. {t was 
perceived that our help was in God alone, and that we must 
seek him with the whole heart. A day of fasting and 
prayer was held by this church, but it seemed only to de- 
| velop more clearly our sad condition, and need of divine 
j}aid. A four days’ meeting was proposed, in hope it might 
bring a blessing with it; but few were disposed to favour 
such a meeting. On the first Sabbath in June. a church 
| meeting was called relative to the state of the church, 
which was held on the following Saturday. There appear- 
ed a rising of interestedness for the cause, and the meeting 
was ominous of good. About this time, some of the un- 
regenerate began to be anxious for their souls, and some 
of the saints became fervent in prayer. On Thursday, 
the 9th of June, the Congregational Society commenced 
a three days’ meeting, which was evidently attended with 
ablessing. On Tuesday, the Mth of June, a four days’ 
meeting commenced with m* Society. ‘The weather was 
generally stormy and wet; but the Meeting-house was 
filled most of the time. Eight sermons were delivered at 
the Meeting-house, and several more in the neighbour- 
hoods. They were on well chosen subjects, and ably and 
affectionately managed. An intense interest was apparent 
in the assembly. On Wednesday afternoon, nineteen 
came out and took the anxious seats, desiring the prayers 
of the saints for them. On Thursday evening, twenty-six 
took the anxious seats, without a word of urging; and on 
Friday, seventy-five came forward, weeping and sighing. 
This was an engaging and affecting scene. ‘There was 
the man of 81 years, and the child of 10. Probably many 
others in the assembly felt as much as these, though they 
came not out to the anxious seat. The first case of relief 
during the meeting, was one at the anxious seat, on Wed- 
nesday. Several others obtained mercy on the succeeding 
days. There are now probably thirty more, in the two con- 
gregations of this town, rejoicing in hope ; and many oth- 
ers go mourning from day to day under a sense of sin.— 
The work is still progressing, and perhaps the prospects 
of a great ingathering are not lessening, especially if the 
increase of humble feeling in the society is a certain to- 
ken. ‘Two persons were yesterday added to the church by 
baptism, one of whom is a recent convert. There is 
scarcely a town in this vicinity, without some mercy 
drops lately fallen from the throne of grace on high. ;

To the Officers and Members of the Benevolent In- 
slitulions, public and private, in Boston. 


Will you allow me to call your attention to a few facts, 
which have long embarrassed the action, and greatly re- 
stricted the means, and the influence, of your charitable 
associations ? 

I appeal, first, to the Officers of our benevolent institu- 
tions, and ask, if it be not often very difficult to induce 
gentlemen to accept offices in them? Is it not found im- 
practicable to bring men into these offices, who if they 
would accept them, might greatly advance their interests ? 
Are not meetings of these officers often called, at which 
no business can be transacted, because a quorum is not 
present? Is it not found by painful experience, that these 
are greatevils? And, is it not very desirable, if possible, 
and without any sacrifice of principle, that they should be 
obviated ? 

Secondly, I appeal to the members of these institutions, 
and ask, what do you know of the operations of the benev- 
olent societies, with which you are nominally connected ? 
How often are you present at the meetings of these socie- 
ties? What have you done, or what are you now willing 
to do, beyond your annual subscription, for the promotion 
of their objects ? Is it not the principal cause, or at least 
the principal excuse, which you urge for the neglect of 
these meetings, and for your consequent want of know- 
ledge of their true character and operations, that such 
meetings interfere with the claims of your business ; and 
that you have not time to attend them ? “Would you give to 
these societies more of your attention, and of the support 
and influence which you could bring into them, if you 
could find the leisure that is required for these purposes ? 

I propose these inquiries, ney reproachfully, but for the 
end merely of bringing the facts of the difficuities of our 
benevolent institutions fairly before the mind. The trith 
is, not only that the business of these institutions is done, 
and their labours are performed, by a very few ; but, that 
the number is very small who know any thing of them, 
beyond the fact that they are occasionally called upon 
to contribute to them. Public interest is not therefore 
any thing Jike what it should be, in regard to these insti- 
tutions. And not only do these institutions thus suffer in 
their funds, but not the good is done by them, to

Having in several instan- 
ces witnessed its efficacy, under circumstances which 
left nodoubt that the cure was effected by the herb, I have 
full confidence that it is an infallible remedy. 
Extract from Henry's Medical Herbal. 

“ Sculleap,—Scuellaria Galericulata.”” This isa peren- 
nial herb or plant, and rises from one to two feet high 
leaves are on a green square stalk opposite each other, the 
same as bonet-set, and spear shaped toward the end; 
with a small stem of blue or rather violet flowers standing 
between the stalk and the leaves at several joints toward 
the top.

know how to apply a remedy which has never failed in 
one instance, when applied according to the following 
preparation. : 

Preparation.—Gather the leaves of the plant about the 
last of July, dry them carefully in the shade, and after be- 
ing pulverized, sift the powder through a hair sieve, and put 
it into bottles well corked for use. As soon as a person 
is bit by a mad dog, he must take a gill of the tea four 
times a day, every other day, made by pouring a pint of 
water on a table spoon-full of the powder or dried herb; 
and the day the tea is omitted he must take a spoonful of 
the flower of sulphur, in morning fasting, and at bed time, 
in new milk. Apply the pounded green herb to the wound 
every two hours, or a solution of the dry. Continue the 
above preparation for three weeks. To cattle or horses 
give four times the quantity prescribed for a man.” 

I contemplated preparing an article containing several 
corresponding testimonies, but as the bearer is now about 
leaving here for Boston, I must omit the most of them.—

Foreign. 
| Defeat of the Poles.—By an arrival at New-York on 
| Friday, London advices to the 8th of June have been 
received. ‘The latest news from the seat of war, was 
unfavourable to the Poles. A bold and sudden move- 
ment, projected by the gallant Skrzynecké, with the pur- 
pose of cutting off the supplies of the enemy's army 
and preventing communication between the different 
corps, had fuiled; and that in the engagement which 
took place, the Poles lost about four thousand men, 
among them several experienced general officers. By 
the last previously recetved intelligence from the seat 
of war, the victorious Polish army, every where suc- 
cesstul, was pursuing the Russians into their own ter- 
ritory. The object of this incursion is explained to

insurrection in that province and threatening the rear 
of Diebitseh’s army. = «¢ 

Diebitsel, in the mean time, having effected a junc- 
tion of his own corps with the Russian Guards, by 
which his numbers became greatly superior to the force 
of Skrzynecki the latter thought proper to retrace his 
steps Ile accordingly fell back upon the Narew, 
which he crossed in good order on the 25th, leaving 
Gen. Lubienski with the rear guard to cover the retreat, 
which force sustained ap attack from the Russian Guards 
that day, and on the following morning the engagement 
was renewed with the whole strength of the enemy, 
led on by Deibitsch in person. Lubienski, obliged to 
retreat, effeeted the passage of the river, and se t fire to 
the bridge, but the Russians succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames, and upon the blackened and half ruined

ed in a contest, deseribed on both sides as being invet- 
erate and sanguinary beyond example. The battle was 


continued tll after ten at night, and ended in the re- | 


pulse of the Russians. 20,000 bodies were lefi upon 
the field, the Russians’ dead be ing to those of the Poles, 


in the proportion of four to one. Among the killed on 
the side of the Poles, are Generals Kickhi and Kamin- 
ski, and two others, Pac and Bozuslowski were wound- 
ed. ‘Three Russian Generals are said to have been 
slain 

On the day after the battle, Skrzynecki resumed his 
retreat, in which he was not molested by the enemy, 
and reached Pultusk in good order, carrying with him 
all the connon and other munitions of war. From Pul- 
tusk he proceeded to Praga, where the last dates left 
him. In the official despatch of the Polish General, 
he frankly admits the amount of the loss sustained by 
his forces, and with the eandour of a brave man. speaks

The Poles have once more re- 
treated to therr strong position; and the Russians have 
to struggle with the difficulties of maintaining them- 
selves, a country already wasted by them.”

firm and unshaken her faith in her Divine Redeemer ; and 
as her bodily strehgth decreased, so increased her animat- 
ing views, and delightful anticipations of the Heavenly 
world. On the day of her death, at one o’clock she dined 
at the same table with her family—at two was more un- 
well—at three was sensible of the near approach of death, 
and at four, without a struggle or a groan, her spirit left 
its tenement of clay, and fled to an unknown world— 
This dispensation of providence is felt as might be ex- 
pected, by her children, the Church, society and neigh- 
borhood, but it falls more peculiarly heavy on her venera- 
ble and affectionate partner, to whom she had been united 
5O years.—[N. 1.

The evil was thus kept out of England for 
several years, or rather generations; but in 1768, 
an unlucky timber-merchant, hoping that after so 
long atime the public would be less watchful of 
its own interests, made a rash attempt to construct 
another mill. The guardians of the public wel- 
fure, however, were on the alert, and a conscien- 
tious mob at once collected and pulled the mill to 
pieces. Such patriotic spirit could not always last, 
and now, though we have nowhere seen the fact 
distinetly stated, there is reason to believe that 
saw-mills are used in England.

Capt. Endicott informs us, in addition to the particu- 
lars before given, that just as he had pushed off from 
shore at Qualah Battoo, half the boat's length, (after 
learning that his ship had been attacked) Po Apam,a 
Jerretoolis, (clerk) fRemerly of Qualah Battoo, but for 
the lust two or three years a resident at Pulo Kio,a 
man of considerable property and influence, sprang in- 
to the bout, bringing with him his sword and other 
arms, Capt E. satd to himat the moment of his reach. 
ing the boat, What, do you come too, Adam ?’ 
* Yes,’’ was his reply, “ if they kill rou, must kill me 
first, captain.” ‘To this man, Capt. E. and the boat's 
crew felt that they principally owed, under Providence, 
their escape, as the appearance of his weapons no doubt 
gave the Malays in the ferry boat the impression that 
all on board the F.’s boat were armed, and they in con- 
sequence suffered the latter to pass almost without mo- 
lestation. After having thus cleared the river, Capt. E 
aubmitted himself much to the counsel and advice of Ad- 
am,and when he concluded to proceed with all despatch 
to Muckie for assistance, this man not only piloted the 
boat in the night, but pulled atthe oar nearly the whole 
distance, and discovered as much anxiety that every 
possible despatch should be made in procuring assist- 
ance, as if he was personally benefitted by the recap- 
ture of the ship. ‘To his exertions Capt. E. also owed 
recovery of some of hia nautical instruments. —For the 
interest Po Adam took in this affair, the Malays at 
Quatah Battwoo confiscated all his property which they 
could get hold of at that place, amounting to several 
thousand dollars, and even set a price upon his life 
The conduct of this generous and noble hearted Malay 
should entitle him to the gratitude of every American, 
and we hope he will not go unrewarded. 

Four of the Friendship's crew, who jumpod overboard 
at the time ef the asttack,swam the distanve of too miles 
before they could find a safe place to land, as the Ma 
lays lined the shore fur some distance around Qualah 
Battoo. As soon as they reached the shore, they fled 
into the bushes, where, almost without clothing, and 
having nothing to subsist upon, they remained for three 
days, at night walking to and fro, in hopes of finding 
some means ofescape. The third night they discovered 
a canoe, which they took possession of, and proceeded 
tor Pulo Kio, (the residence of Po Adam) knowing that 
they should be safe,if they put themselves under hi- 
protection. On their arrival, they were informed o! 
the recapture of the ship, and the benevolent Adam 
not only furnished them with clothing, but with two of 
his men proceeded with them himself in their canoe 
and put them on board the ship James Mouroe, of New 
Yor k. 

Atthe time of the attack upon the crew of the Friend 
ship, Mr. Knight the chief mate was busily engaged in 
taking an account of pepper. ‘The Malays had pliced 
themselves in the best manner for making the attack 
All the men who were killed or wounded, (seven in 
number) were struck at the same moment. Two o! 
the Malays stabbed Mr. Knight, one at his side, and 
the other at his back. He ran to the starboard side o 
the quarter deck, and seized a boarding pike, (atter he 
wis wounded)—he was there met by one of the ship's 
crew, who heard him exclaim, ‘“ Do your duty,’’—le 
was immediately afier seen lying dead near the sans 
place, with the boarding pike under fim, the Malay- 
having rushed upon and despatched him. 
The exultation of the natives at this achievemen: 
was unbounded, and their insolence insufferable.— 
When Capt. Endicott and the other American master: 
and supercargoes landed at South Tallapow, afler the 
re-ceplure of the ship, the natives followed then 
through the streets in great crowds, exuluing and hoot 
ing, with exelamations similar to these, “* Who grea 
man now, Malay or American?” How many mar 
American dead? How many man Malay dead?” &e 
What the conse quence of such a feeling will be, it i- 
impossible to furetell.— [Salem Register.

We fear that religious parents avd guardians, 


They are awfully uabelieving respecting the 


Ve are aware that as she intellect and passions 


enced religion, when he is entirely ignorant of its 
nature. But still we believe that these little im- 
mortals may be the subjects of a saving change. 
God is able by his word and Spirit, to give such 
children sufficient knowledge of sin, of holiness, 
of their Maker and Saviour, to lead them to repent 
and give him their hearts. If conversions among 
young children are rare, and often spurious, is it 
not owing, in a great measure, to the fact, that on 
the part of Christians, there is not, in behalf of 
such children, enough of that prayer of faith, and 
anxiety and effort, through which souls are born 
into the kingdom of Christ ? 

In reference to this subject, we trust a new era 
will soon dawn upon the church; that Christians 
will not only believe that young children may be 
converted, but will devoutly hope, and pray, and 
labour for their conversion. We do not expect 
that there will be any change on the part of God, 
but a great change in the views and conduct of 
his people. They will doubtless learn that God 
now is, and ever has been, willing to make them 
the instruments of conversion to children. They 
will probably look back, and in bitter anguish re- 
flect, that if they had been faithful, God would 
have converted many children through their in- 
strumentality. 

Children reflect more on religious things than 
Christians generally imagine. 

While penning these thoughts, the writer now 
distinctly remembers a mother’s conversation with 
him, when probably about four years old. She 
told him what people thought, and how they felt, 
when they had conviction of sin, and when they 
were converted and found Christ precious to their 
souls. So distinct was the view, so deep and sol- 
emn the impression, that they seem to be so en- 
graved on memory’s taljet that they can never be 
effaced.
